Y employees should know their rights 


Editor’s note: This is the first of a three-part series on 
employment and employee rights. Today’s story is about 
on-campus jobs and employee rights. Wednesday’s story 
will concentrate on off-campus jobs and unions, and 
Thursday’s story will be about the job outlook.

From the chemistry lab to the cafeteria, BYU employs 
approximately 10,500 students during fall and winter and 
approximately 7,500 students during spring and summer 
— students need to be aware of their rights and obligations 


as BYU employees. 


With a few exceptions, all BYU staff jobs are reserved 
for students, said Wayne Hansen, managing director of the 
placement and employment services at BYU. 

Approximately 8,500 students were paid hourly and 
15,000 students were on contract last fall and winter. The 
majority of the employees on contract are graduate stu- 
dents working in various departments, Hansen said: 

The largest single employer on campus for hourly 
employees is the Missionary Training Center, followed 
closely by the Physical Plant and Dining Services, Hansen 


said. 


With more employees than most businesses in Provo, the 
University must be careful to adhere to federal and state 
laws to comply with the rights of both employees and 


employers. Sometimes, they don’t. 

Five graduate students, whose employment contracts 
changed in January because of the new Student 
Employment Policy, mandated the department they work 
for pay them back-pay for over-time hours they worked 
over the past year..- 


The January change in policy requires students who are 
paid by the hour to work no more than the specified num- 
ber of hours in their contracts, since the departments must 


operate on a budget. Hours worked over the specified 
number of hours must be paid as overtime, said Blair 
Condie, managing director of Employee Relations. 

To make students more aware of their rights as employ- 


ees, the BYU student employment policy outlines the fun- 


damentals of student on-campus employment. 

Students may not hold two on-campus hourly jobs at the 
same time. Students cannot even look for another job if 
they are presently employed by BYU unless the depart- 
ment they aré working for signs a transfer slip. 

“A department should not seek to employ a student who 
is working for another department at the University,” 
according to the employment policy. However, there are 
exceptions to this case. If the policy says there is sufficient 
reason for a department to consider employment of a stu- 
dent employed elsewhere on campus, the department

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Explosion targets Jews, 
kills 17 in Argentina

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — A 
seven-story building housing two 
Jewish groups was destroyed by an 
explosion Monday, killing at least 17 
people in what Argentina’s president 
called an attack by “beasts and say- 
ages.” 

Dozens were injured in the 9:55 
a.m. blast, and rescue workers 
believed perhaps dozens more were 
trapped beneath the rubble. Jewish 
groups said more than 40 people sur- 
vived. About 100 worked in the build- 
ing. 

The cause of the explosion was not 
known. Buildings on the rest of the 
block were heavily damaged and cars 
parked near the building were 
destroyed. 

Shards of metal and glass lay every- 
where on the street. Next to one 
burned-out car were at least two bod- 
ies, covered hastily with bedsheets 
and foam gym mats. One rescue 
worker warned people nearby, 


“Watch where you walk. Those are 
bodies.” A few yards away lay a 
woman’s black-leather shoe. 

Nicolas Wohda, 56, who works in 
an office next door to the destroyed 
building, told The Associated Press 
he “felt a huge bomb, and then I don’t 
know what.” 

Wohda, his shirt soaked with blood, 
received several stitches for cuts on 
his face and scalp. He said a police 
car was parked in front of the building 
at the time of the blast. 

“If the police were in that car, they 
didn’t make it out alive,” Wohda said. 

President Carlos Menem said the 
attack was planned “from abroad and 
helped by people here.” He called the 
perpetrators “beasts, savages.” 
Rescue workers climbed the pile of 
rubble — all that remained of the 
building housing the headquarters of 
the Delegation of Argentine Israeli 
Associations, the country’s principal 
Jewish community group, and the 
Argentine Israelite Mutual 
Association, a social aid organization.

know us more.”

“I think those 
who are involved in the relief efforts, 
especially those with preconceived 
notions about us, will see that we are 
normal people and that we care,” she 
said. 

Elder M. Russell Ballard, a member 
of the Quorum of the Twelve.

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‘Zero Tolerance’ implemented in Texas schools . 


ANAHEIM, Calif. — In several Texas school districts, teen-agers who bring 
drugs or weapons to school or commit an assault are expelled. No second 
chances. No excuses. 

It’s part of a “zero-tolerance” policy that also includes alternative schools for 
expelled students — an idea the American Federation of Teachers wants adopt- 
ed nationwide. 

“There has to be a message that we are not going to tolerate certain behav- 
iors,” said John Cole, president of the Texas Federation of Teachers. 

In a 1993 survey by Metropolitan Life, more than one in 10 teachers and 
nearly one in four students reported they had been victims of violence in or 
near their schools. Thirteen percent of the students said they had brought a 
weapon to school at least once. 

The Council of Great City Schools said violence was the major concern in the 
nation’s urban school districts. 

“There’s a climate in which there is no respect for school, for the teacher, for 
the rights of others,” Cole said. 

Educators are fighting back, with locker searches and metal detectors. The 
National Association of Secondary School Principals is asking students to sign 

‘a pledge that they will not bring weapons to school. 


Utah’s national, state park attendance down 


SALT LAKE CITY — Hot weather and World Cup soccer may be keeping 
tourists away from Utah’s national and state parks, officials say. 

The National Park Service reported Zion National Park attendance was down 
9.3 percent this past June compared to the same month last year, said Park 
Superintendent Donald A, Falvey. 

For the first six months of 1994, visitation was down 4.5 percent from the 
same period last year. 

But park officials hope the trend will end with July and August, the two 
biggest travel months of the year. 

Park spokesman Denny Davies said the World Cup’s presence in the United 
States may be luring foreign tourists to the playing fields, not the highways. 

“Hopefully, once they’re over people will start showing up,” he said. 


Camper killed in tent by falling tree 


KAMAS, Summit County — Authorities have identified a man who was 
killed by a falling tree while camping near Crystal Lake in the Uinta National 
Forest east of Kamas. 

Kenneth Jeppson, 41, of Bluffdale, died when he was pinned underneath a 
tree that crashed down on his family’s tent at about 2 a.m. Sunday, said Alan 

‘Siddoway, Summit County sheriff's deputy. 

Jill Jeppson, 25, was in serious condition at LDS Hospital Monday. Laura 
Jeppson, 40, was treated for minor injuries and released, hospital spokesperson 
Jess Gomez said. 

Authorities would not release the identities of three young children involved 
in the accident. But a nurse said earlier that a woman rolled onto a 15-month- 
old baby to protect the infant, and a 3-year-old boy was pushed out of harm’s 
way as the tree came down. A 16-year-old girl also was treated for minor 
injuries and released. 


Bystander killed during domestic dispute 


SALT LAKE CITY — A fight between a husband and wife ended with a 
bystander being shot and killed in suburban Magna. Authorities were searching 
for the gunman Monday. 

On Sunday evening, a man and woman began fighting in their Magna home. 
The woman went to aneighbor’s home, said Sheriff's Deputy Jim Potter. 

The husband repeatedly went to the home to retrieve her, he said. 

“About the third or fourth time, he brings the gun with him,” Potter said. 

The husband went to the back door and began threatening the homeowner, 
Jimmy Harmon. 

Meanwhile, Dean Jimmy Dale, 41, of Arizona, was visiting relatives at 
Harmon’s home and was watching the episode from the back door. 

“Basically, he was just adjacent, kind of looking on to see what was going on 
... he’s just a bystander in this thing,” Potter said. “When (the suspect) saw him, 
he turned the gun on him and shot him.” 

Dale was less than 15 feet away from the gunman when he was hit once in 
the chest with a bullet from a .357 Magnum. He was flown to the University of 
Utah Health Sciences Center and pronounced dead at 12:51 a.m. Monday.

LOS ANGELES — He hobnobs 
with the. rich and famous, sits in front- 
row seats when celebrities sing and 
when sports figures score and gets 
them out of jams with the law. 

Robert Shapiro is familiar with 
showtime. Now he faces the ultimate 
spotlight as O.J. Simpson’s lawyer in 
the ultimate murder case. 

Colleagues portray the dapper, 
bushy-browed Shapiro as the Mr. 
Nice Guy of Los Angeles legal cir- 
cles, a man with a gentlemanly style. 
But the Simpson case has become a 
messy tabloid affair. 

Is Shapiro the right man for the 
case? 

“T don’t know who the right lawyer 
is,” said defense attorney Harland 
Braun, who was involved in the 
“Twilight Zone” manslaughter case 
and the second Rodney King beating 
trial. “The case would scare the hell 
out of me. It’s 10 times bigger than I 
ever thought it would be.” 

Simpson, charged with the June 12 
slayings of his ex-wife Nicole Brown 
Simpson and her friend Ronald 
Goldman, at first turned to a friend, 


lawyer Howard Weitzman, for repre- 
sentation. When Weitzman withdrew, 
citing conflicts, Shapiro stepped in. 

Shapiro is known as a team builder. 
Already, F. Lee Bailey and Alan 
Dershowitz have been assigned out- 
of-court roles on the defense team, 
and constitutional scholar Gerald 
Uelmen was co-counsel for 
Simpson’s preliminary hearing. 

Other top lawyers are being consult- 
ed, and it’s uncertain who will occupy 
that crucial second defense chair 
when the case reaches trial. 

“The most difficult decision I will 


make and O.J. will make is which © 


lawyer will be in court with me,” 
Shapiro said. 

Leslie Abramson, who as the lawyer 
for Erik Menendez is accustomed to 
heavy publicity, knows Shapiro well. 
He preceded her on the murder case. 

“So much is at stake that you want 
to be perfect,” she said. “There’s a lot 
of grief and anxiety. You second- 
guess your every thought, your every 
tactic.” 

Added to these concerns, Abramson 
said, is the loss of privacy in a high- 
publicity case and scrutiny by a world 
of second-guessers. 


Successful Utah welfare program 
to be introduced in Washington

For Carrie Sarhan, education with- 
out experience equalled — no job. 

Without a job, even a college gradu- 
ate can end up on welfare. 

When Sarhan. was unable to find a 
job utilizing the data entry skills she 
acquired at Salt Lake Community 


College, she needed help from the ~ 


state. 

Thanks to a ‘current two-year 
demonstration welfare program in 
Utah, she received more than just a 
handout. She received the help she 
needed to get back on her own two 
feet. 

The Single Parent Employment 
Demonstration Program (SPED) 
helped her gain the work experience 
she needed to find a good job and 
become self-sufficient once again. 
Within months, Sarhan was off the 
welfare roll. 

Today, Rep. Bill Orton will intro- 
duce to Congress the “Self- 
Sufficiency Act,” a mirror of the suc- 
cessful Utah program. 

“(The nation’s) welfare system is a 
failure,” Orton said at a Monday press 
conference. “Taxpayers. don’t like it, 
politicians don’t like it and most of all 
— welfare recipients don’t like it.” 

Orton said the nation’s current sys- 
tem often penalizes welfare recipients 
who choose to work. 

“Now we’re telling them, the minute 
they earn a dollar, we’re going to take 
that from them,” he said. : 

SPED program specialist Bill Biggs 
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said the Utah program has been par- 


ticularly successful in decreasing state » 


welfare expenditures and quickly 
moving people off welfare and into 
increased incomes. 

Orton said in one and a half years 
under the program, spending on Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) grants has decreased by 
almost 25 percent.

od, recipients like Sarhan are off 
assistance and into full-time jobs, 
Biggs said. i 

The Self-Sufficiency Act would 
allow states to choose an approach to 
welfare similar to Utah’s, he said. 

He anticipates the bill becoming 
part of a comprehensive welfare 
reform package that he expects 
Congress to pass before November. 

Should the bill pass, welfare recipi- 
ents across the nation may have the 
chance to move from the dole to self- 
sufficiency. “It gives people self- 
respect,” she said.

Jason Pyrah, former BYU track and 
cross country specialist, has been select- 
ed asa recipient of an NCAA postgrad- 
uate scholarship. 

Pyrah, from Willard, Mo., carried a 
3.71 cumulative grade point average in 
athletic training. He receives a $5,000 
scholarship for postgraduate study at the 
school of his choice. : 

“It’s a great award,” said Willard 
Hirschi, BYU’s track and field coach. 
“It’s given to a select few and evidence 
of a great performance both athletically 
and academically.” 

The NCAA annually awards 125 post- 
graduate scholarships to student-athletes 
who have excelled academically and 
athletically and are in their last year of 
intercollegiate athletics competition. 

Twenty-nine of the postgraduate schol- 
arships. go to student-athletes in football 
and 28 go to student-athletes in basket- 
ball. The other 68 winners come from 
sports other than football and basketball.

to the NCAA All-America Scholar 
Team by the Golf Coaches of 
America. 

“Tt has been something that the 
coaches have supported me on 100 
percent and something that I have 
been working on for a long time,” said 
Rustand. “It is very satisfying to 
know that I have accomplished this 
goal with all of the other things that I 
have going on at this time.” 

Rustand has a 3.23 cumulative grade 
point average in international rela- 
tions. This past season he was also an 
honorable mention All-America selec- 
tion. 

Rustand also earned himself a place 
on the first team All Western Athletic 
Conference Team for the second 
straight year. He had a stroke average 


This past season, Pyrah earned his fifth 
and sixth All-America honors in track 
and cross country. He holds the school 
record for the indoor mile and twice fin- 
ished second in the Western Athletic 
Conference cross country champi- 
onships. He also is a four-time WAC 
champion in indoor and outdoor track. 

“Jason has made incredible contribu- 
tions through the years,’ Hirschi said. 
“He’s contributed in a major way to the 
team’s success and has always been 
willing to sacrifice his own performance 
for the good of the team.” 

Pyrah plans to train for the 1996 
Olympic Games while beginning post- 
graduate work in exercise physiology. 
He has:not yet decided which-school he 
will attend. 

Past BYU track athletes to receive the 
NCAA postgraduate scholarship 
include: Anu Kaljurand, William Mohr, 
Frank Fredericks, Ed Eyestone, Henry 
Marsh and Richard Reid. Wide receiver 
Eric Drage was the most recent BYU 
athlete to receive a postgraduate NCAA 
honor last December.

of 73.7 through 42 rounds this past 
year with the Cougars. 

“Honestly, we were the best team in 
the WAC, and there could have easily 
been five others that made All-WAC 
too,” said Rustand. 

Rustand’s senior year was highlight- 
ed by a first place finish at the Nike 
Northwest Classic in Portland, Ore. 
and a second place finish at the 
William H. Tucker Invitational in 
Albuquerque. Rustand is the first 
Academic All-American golfer from 
BYU since head coach Bruce 
Brockbank attained the honor while 
playing in 1988. 

It is fitting that since Rustand had 
his only win of the year in Portland, 
Ore., that he start his professional 
career there on August 2nd at the 
Portland Open.

BOSTON — Democratic governors demanded Monday 
‘that Congress guarantee health care coverage to all: 
Americans, but their silence on how to pay for it under- 
mined White House hopes for help in the reform debate. 

To counter the Democrats, GOP governors inched closer 

to backing Senate Republican leader Bob Dole’s health 
care proposal, provided Dole abandons his call for caps on 
Medicaid and finds a new way to pay for his plan. 

The developments set the stage for a Tuesday showdown 
between President Clinton and Dole at the closing session 
of the National Governors Association summer meeting. 

Keeping with the association’s tradition, the partisan 
maneuvering was polite, as governors stressed they had far 
more bipartisan consensus on health care than.members of 
Congress and were eager for major reform to be passed 


this year. 


The Democratic governors’ resolution was designed to 
give Clinton, who was delivering a health care speech in 
Florida on Monday, a political boost. And White House 
aides insisted it did — by putting a majority of the nation’s 
governors on record supporting “guaranteed health bene- 


fits that cannot be taken away.” 


But the document’s silence on financing left it with little 
political muscle, despite a weekend of negotiations with

U.S. readies to evacuate 
ote Americans in Haiti

WASHINGTON — The word could 
come any moment for 3,500 
Americans still living in Haiti. If they 
are threatened or an invasion begins, 
the State Department would activate 
its “warden system” to get them out. 

U.S. warships stand guard off the 
coast of Haiti, with instructions to 
evacuate Americans if needed. If the 
order is given — and there’s no indi- 
cation yet when or if that will happen 


“wardens” and have them direct 
Americans to preset locations to be 
evacuated from the country. 

The system is standard for U.S. 
embassies worldwide, although trou- 
ble spots such as Haiti and Rwanda 
require heightened precautions. Gary 
Scheaffer, spokesman for the State 
Department’s Bureau of Consular 


Affairs, said the system was critical to 
getting Americans out of Rwanda 
after ethnic violence flared into a 
bloodbath in April. 

Embassies: designate contact indi- 
viduals, each responsible for contact- 
ing a specific group of Americans. 
The contact could be through a “tele- 
phone tree” system or through radio 
contact, which may be more appropri- 
ate in rural Haiti, officials said. 

Because of growing tension, 
Ambassador William Swing has been 
holding periodic meetings with the 


American wardens in Haiti, most’ 


recently on Friday. 

According to embassy spokesman 
Stanley Schrager, Swing discussed the 
recent expulsion of international 
human rights monitors by Haiti’s rul- 
ing military and urged Americans not 
working on essential humanitarian 
projects to leave.

should contact the department where 
the student is working and receive 
approval before discussing employ- 
ment with the student. 

Students must take-a-minimum 
number of credits to work on campus. 
Undergraduate or non-degree-seeking 
graduate students that want campus 
jobs during fall or winter semesters 
must be taking at least 8.5 credits.

The BYU employee has personal 
rights outlined in the policy as well.

Employees may also have a ten- 
minute rest or break period for each 
four hours of work. They may not 
take the break time at the beginning 
or end of work periods, and they may 
not accumulate break time to use 
later. Rest or break periods are part of 


the paid working hours of an employ- | 


ee, says the policy.

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Consumer group warns 
Mexican food too fatty

WASHINGTON — Toss the 
tacos, bypass that burrito and just 
say “no” to the refried beans, gua- 
camole, sour cream and tortilla 
chips. 

Ask for the fat-free salsa instead. 

The consumer group that attacked 
the fat in movie popcorn and in 
Italian and Chinese meals now 
warns that most Mexican dishes in 
restaurants will saddle you with up 
to a full day’s worth of fat and sodi- 
um, and more than 1,000 calories. 

But unlike Chinese and Italian 
food, the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest said, it found few 
ways consumers could improve the 
nutritional value of Mexican restau- 
rant food. 

“Mexican food is not seen as 
health food,’ Michael Jacobson, the 
executive director, acknowledged at 
a news conference Monday, “but I 
think the numbers will shock any- 


body who has had any concern - 


about health.” 

“Seeing that you’re using up three- 
fourths of your fat intake just on the 
side dishes is utterly shocking. It’s 
completely unnecessary,” he said. 


Herman Cain, president of tl), 
National Restaurant Associatio 
said the study “feeds the nation 
paranoia about the food system.” 

“In fact, there is nothing wroi).)) 
with Mexican restaurant food fp i 
customers concerned about nutriti( fj 
if they make the right choices,” Ca 
said in a statement. “The low- 
low-cholesterol items are there. T, 
consumer merely has to ask f} 
them.”
